1 . This examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is in response to the 
Amendment submitted on November 17, 2006. 

2. Claims 82-96, 139-150, 155, and 164-202 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Again, the 
reason for allowance, as indicated in the previous office action, the prior art of records, 
John Bates, et aL, Middleware Support for Mobile Multimedia Applications" (1997) 
and/or Schmidt, et al., "There is more to context than location" (November 1998) fail to 
teach the claimed limitations as arranged in the above claims. The claimed invention 
recite a method, a computer-readable medium and a portable computing device, 
respectively, for providing information about a current state that is modeled with multiple 
sate attributes, wherein the claimed method, computer-readable medium and portable 
computing device comprises several steps, stored and executable instructions and 
modules, respectively, as recited in the claims. While the prior art of records recite a 
method, a computer-readable medium and a portable computing device in a computing 
environment for providing information about state of a computer user and the user's 
environment. But the prior art of records do not explicitly describe the method steps, 
component modules and the combined functional steps performed by these component 
modules as recited in the above claims. Thus, the prior art of records do not anticipate 
or render the above claims.
